One Man Is Killed and a 
Girl Is Seriously Wound- 
ed— Many Houses Also 
Badly Damaged. 


Paris, September 27.—Four bombs 
were dropped on Paris from a German 
aeroplane today. One missile exploded 
in Avenue du Trocadero and blew the 
head from the shoulders of a man 
standing or a corner wjth his daugh- 
ter. The child© was wounded. The 
other bombs did iittie aamage. 

Crowds, taking advantage of a beau- 
tiful autumn day, were promenading 
on the banks of the Seine’ when the 
aerial warrior appeared almost direct- 
ly over the Eiffel tower. It is believed 
the first bomb dropped was intended for 
the ‘wireless station on the tower or 
possiblv for near-by buildings contain- 
ing army stores. It landed in Avenue 
du Trocadero, not far fromthe tower, 
and the explosion was heard for many 
blocks. Houses in the vicinity were 
badly damaged. . 

Bomb Struck Near Herrick. 

The bomb struck only a block from 
the American embassy at No. 5 Rue de 
Chaillot, where Ambassador Myron T. 
Herrick, who did not accompany the 
government to Bordeaux, still makes 
his home. 

In the wake of the bomb fluttered 
a German flag: At the sound of the 
explosion the promenaders first rushed 
for shelter, and then, as the airship 
moved on, hurried to the scene of the 
havoc. 

A cordon of police was thrown about 
the debris, and the mangled body of 
the man was found and removed. Near 
his body the girl was discovered. 

Among the houses damaged was the 
résidence of the Prince of Monaco. The 
buildings containing army stores suf- 
fered considerably. 

Fied From the Church, 

At the time of the attack services 
were being conducted in the American 
Holy Trinity church, tn Avenue de 
Ll,’ Alma.

The missiles dropped today were the 
most powerful of those that have been 
used in the aerial raids on the city.

ern cotton convention, composed of 
regularly elected delegates from south- 
érn states, will meet here Tuesday for 
the purpose of adopting plans to meet 
conditions affecting the 1915 crop and 
those anticipated in 1916. Resolutions 
adopted at the state conventions which 
selected delegates to the New Orleans 
convention, seem to indicate that acre- 
age reduction next year will be the 
principal topic of discussion. Holding 
a part of this year’s crop and a mini- 
mum price for 1914-1915 cotton are 
two other questions expected to be 
threshed out. 
Will Carry Great Weight. 

Because of its plan of organization 
this convention’s actions will carry 
greater weight than is Usually the 
case with meetings called to discuss 
agricultural problems in the south, in 
the opinion of many of those in the 
cotton industry here. Delegates to the 
several state conventions were elected 
by county conventions, composed most- 
ly of planters and merchants. These 
delegates supposedly expressed. the 
| wishes of the planter and ‘small mer- 


convention here. 

The plan was decided upon at the 
Southern Cotton conference here in 
August after the conference had de- 
cided it had not the power to properly 
urge upon all branches of the industry 
adherence to any plan it might adopt. 
The: organization of the Southern Cot- 
the auspices of 
which conference was called, was usec 
to perfect the organization of the 
state conventions and the one which 
will meet here Tuesday. 

Most Radical Plan. 

The most radical plan ior acreage 
come from 
Mississippi. That state convention in- 
structed fifty delegates to urge total 
cessation of cotton planting next year 
and have governors call special ses- 
sions of legislatures to pass laws pro- 
hibiting plnating for one year. Reso- 
lutions adopted state that besides cur- 
tailing production such a plan would 
stamp out the boll weevil pest. 

Several other plans for forcing farm- 
ers to reduce acreage are expected to 
be voiced. The Louisiana delegates 
were instructed to work for. a plan 
whereby planters who declined to re- 
duce acreage would be refused credit. 
This, the resolutions set forth, could 
best be brought about by meetings of 
bankers in the various southern states 
where concerted action could be taken 
toward co-operation with the farmers 
and merchants in fixing a system of 
credits. Texas delegates were instruct- 
ed to urge that bankers and merchants 
loan on cotton on the basis of 7 cents 
a pound and at the rate of 6 per cent. 

The convention is expected to con- 
clude its work in one day.

Rev. John R. Atkinson Ex-) 
pects to Sell the Cathedral 
Property and to Erect a 
New Edifice. 


New York, September 27.—(Special.) 
The Rev. John R. Atkinson, assistant 
rector of St. Mark’s Episcopal church, 
Second avenue’ and Tenth street.~* has 
accepted a call to the deanship of St. 
Philip’s Episcopal cathedral, Atlanta, 
Ga. A few weeks ago Mr. Atkinson 
declined this election, but today he re- 
considered his decision and telegraphed 
that he would g0 to the southern 
church. 

Mr. Atkinson has been at St. Mark’s 
only a short time and the Rev. William 
Norman Guthrie, the rector, pleaded 
with him to remain. He has charge 
of the Sunday evening services and 
special parochial work. He is 49 yéars 
old and came to this city from the rec- 
torship of St. Thomas’ Episcopal church, 
Newark, N. J. Other charges were at 
Elizabeth, N. J., and Scranton, Pa. 

The clergyman expects to erect a new 
cathedral in Atlanta, selling the pres- 
ent old edifice, which is in the heart of 
the city, between the railroad station 
and the state house. 


Rev. Mr. Atkinson came to Atlanta 
several weeks ago and preached twice 
at the cathedral. He made a fine im- 
pression upon the members of the con- 
gregation.

GERMANY IS ANGERED

London, September 27.—A Reuter’s 
dispatch from Arcéterdam gays The Co- 
logne Gazette voices German indigna- 
tion at the attitude of the Dutch in 
releasing the surviving sailors from the 
British cruisers Hogue, Crossey and 
Aboukir.

OF SCHOOL SYSTEM 
AND URGE RELICF 


Evils of “Double Sessions” 
» Nill ‘Be’ Thoroughly Ex-| 
~ plaitied at Meeting of Fi-f 
nance Committee Tuesday. 


COUNCILMAN HUMPHREY 
MAKING INVESTIGATION 


Chairman of Finance Com- 
mittee Says He Is in Favor 
of More Liberal Policy To- 
wards the Schools. 


Indications today are that a deter- 
mined effort will be made by members 
of council’s finance committee to put 
$19,257 in the finance sheet for Octo- 
ber for the use of the school board in 
abolishing the dangerous and muchly 
condemned “double session” experi- 
ment. 

With the first session of the finance 
committee scheduled to be held Tues- 
day morning, and the prospects being 
that the various city departments real- 
ize that the city’s finances will be 
somewhat strained and will hold their 
budgets down to a minimum, members 
of the school board’s special committee, 
appointed by Chairman George M. 
Hope, are preparing to make an appeal 
for the money necessary to employ ad- 
ditional teachers and lease more school 
rooms. 

Announcement was made Saturday at 
the office of the board of education 
that Chairman Hope had appointed Dan 
Green, of the third ward, an ex-officio 
member of the special committee. Com- 
missioner Green is chairman of the 
school board’s finance committee, and 
is in close touch with the financial 
status of the school department. 

Shows Needs for Schools. 

In a statement given out Sunday, 
Commissioner Green states that he will 
be prepared to show the finance com- 
mittee of council just how niggardly 
the school system has’ been treated in 
the past five years, and, if need be, 
show the committee to what extent the 
educational system has been retarded 
because of the lack of. funds. 

However, members of the finance 
committee are thoroughly awakened to 
the urgent need of the school board to 
make immediate changes. There is 
not a member of the committee who 
is not absolutely satisfied that the 
“double session” experiment has been 
disastrous to the school system, and 
that if allowed to continue will cause 
such havoc as will take months to erad- 
icate. 

Chairman W. G. Humphrey, of the 
council finance committee, will com- 
plete his investigation of the needs of 
the schools Monday morniag. He has 
been devoting all his time since his 
return to the city to the work, and 
his* spare moments have been in con- 
sultation with the comptroller’s de- 
partment concerning the making up of 
the tentative sheet for October. 

Humphrey’s Position. 

According to Chairman Humphrey, 
the finance committee will be forced 
to take back some of the money appor- 
tioned in June for new street and ward 
projects. It will be the policy of the 
committee, it is understood, to take 
only such money as has not been. used 
and money which will not be n ed 
until possibly slong in the ‘Spring of 
the. year.

RUSSIANS ROLLING 
OVER ThE GERMANS 
AND ThE AUSTRIANS: 


City of Przemysl Is Occu- 
pied by Czar’s Forces and 
Great Fortress of the Same 
Name Surrounded. 


Petrograd, September 27.—The gen- 
eral staff today gave out the following 
official statement: 

“German attempts to cross the river 
Niemen near Druseniki (Russian Po- 
land) have been foiled by our fire. 
German artillery has been unable to 
oppose our offensive movement near 
Sopotzkin. The German retreat to- 
ward Suwalki has become general. The 
fortress of Ossowetz continues to re- 
sist the German heavy siege artillery 
with success. 

“The fights in Galicia have been 
marked by especial tenacity, particu- 
larly at a hill where the Hungarians 
were dislodged from three positions 
and withdrew in disorder. We have 
taken a whole battery and several 
hundred prigoners. The pursuit of the 
enemy continues. 

“all communications with Przemys} 
are cut. The defense of the fortress 
there remains passive. Deserters say 
they heard that great troubles have 
been encountered in the garrison. 

“The fords of the river Vislok are 
occupied by the Russians. The Aus- 
trian. rear guards have fallen back to- 
ward Dounaietz.” 

PRZEMYSL CITY TAKEN; 
FORTRESS SURROUNDED. 

London, September 27.—‘“The Rus- 
sians Saturday occupied the greater 
part of the city of Przemysl (Galicia), 
according to a message from Vienna,” 
gays the Rome correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph. His dispatch 
continues: 

“The Russians approached the city 
from the southwest, forcing the Aus- 
trians to take shelter in the eastern 
forts, where the entire garrison is pre- 
paring to make a final resistance. The 
situation of the garrison is critical; it 
is entirely surrounded. 

“Russian troops are advancing from 
Grodek on the Austrian positions, 
while the right wing continues. to at- 
tack from the north. Troops aré be- 
ing poured into the city of Przemysl 
to press the attack from the. south- 
west.” 

The Petrograd correspondent ‘of The 
Daily Telegraph has forwarded the 
following semi- -officia} statement re- 
garding operations in Russian Poland:

BAYONET PLAYS 
IMPORTANT PART. 


The bayonet has played an impor- 
tant part in these engagements, where 
men in the trenches on the one side 
oes other, only a few hundred 
yards apart, come to grips with steel 
after the positions have been shelled 
and raked with rifle fire. 
| The French claim appreciable prog- 
'ress on the left wing and a decisive 
victory over the famous Prussian 
guard in the center. Of the Woevre 
district, where the Germans have 
made gains in the last two or three 
days, little is said. One of.the 
markable things in this great battle 
which has entered upon its sixteenth 
day, is the spirit maintained by the 
troops. British, French and Germans 
have withstood the most terrific shell- 
ing the world ever has known, an al- 
most constant rain of rifle bullets and 
hand-to-hand encounters with gun and 
bayonet, but all reports agree that 
they are fighting with the same de- 
termination and tenacity as in the 
beginning, and that: even the com- 
manders in some cases are having 
difficulty in holding their men back. 

The German general staff, by way 
of Berlin, reports that the allies are 
using their railroads in a general at- 
tack on the extreme end of the right 
flank of the German army. The gen- 
eral staff also reports slight gains on 
the center of the battle front, and an 
engagement with artillery south of 
Verdun. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSSES OF 104,589. 


The German casualty list, as of- 

ficially reported from Berlin, numbers 
104,589 up to date, of which 15,674 are 
dead, 65,908 wounded and 23,007 mis- 
sing. 

In the far east, according to Japan* 
ese reports, the Japanese have’ defeat- 
ed the Germans on the outskirts of 
Tsing-Tau, capital of the German pro- 
tectorate of Kaio-Chow. Though the 
battle lasted fourteen hours, the losses 
so far as known were small.

French Claim “Marked Progress” 


London, September 27.—Along al- 
most two-thirds of the great battle line 
across northeastern France the armies 
of the allies and Germany fought 


fiercely today, at some points with the 


bayonets, and tonight’s statements 
from both sides are worded with the 
optimism that has characterized all 
these official pronouncements. It was 
agreed that the allies had continued 
their. advance. 

The French claimed “marked prog- 
ress.” The German announcement from 
Berlin, though insisting that the ad- 
vance had been repulsed, nevertheless 
referred to it as an advance. 

Elsewhere along the ‘battle front 
neither side seems to have achieved 
any notable succéss. “ 

The continued forward movement of 
Russian troops in Galicia; the appear- 
ance of German air craft dropping 
bombs over various places in Belgium.

é Little Damage by German Bombs. 

Of the German. bombs thrown none 
seems to have done extensive damage.

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
an attack on Antwerp is impending. 
Neither army has achieved anything 
notable since the allies have reported 
progress in one direction. The allies 
at one point claim to have thrown back 
a desperate advance by the crack Prus- 
sian guard, and the Germans insist 
that today, with a weaker force, their 
right has checked the advance of a 
mixed French and British - force 
brought up by rail.

PRESIDENT OF CHINA 


Yuan Shi Kai Officiates at the 
First Annual Ceremony at 
the Pekin Temple. 


Pekin, China, September 28.—Be- 
tween the hours of 3 and 6 o’clock this 
morning President Yuan Shi Kai will 
officiate at the first annual ceremony 
at the Confucian temple. The cere- 
mony will be elaborate. Special cos- 
tumes significantly copied after eight 
of the ancients have been designed for 
the president and other officers of the 
government as descendants of Con- 
fucius. 

Strict military precautions have been 
taken because of the danger to which 
the president was exposed when he 
left the palace a year ago. 

Yuan Shi Xai, believing that China 
needed a religion and moral teaching, 
and fearing that ancient and respected 
customs would end with the birth of 
the republic, issued a mandate direct- 
ing that Confucianism again be taught 
in schools and appointing a day when 
the president, like the former mon- 
arghs, should repair to the temple of 
Cé gfucius. Christians and those of 
other faiths protested and Yuan Shi 
Kai, in a second mandate, declared he 
had no intention of creating a state 
religion. The general opinion, how- 
ever, appears to be that today’s cere- 
mony will be equivalent to establish- 
ment of a state religion.

CERMANY ONLY EXPECTS 
T0 DAMAGE THE ENEMY 


That Statement Credited to the 
Kaiser’s Colonial Secretary. 
England the Worst Enemy. 


Rome, September 27.—(Via Paris.)— 
The fate of the German colonies will 
not be decided in the Pacific or in Af- 
rica, but on European battlefields. 
Such was the assertion today of Dr. 
W. S. Solf,, German secretary of state 
for colonies, and former governor of 
German Samoa, in a speech in Berlin, 
according to a dispatch from the Ger- 
man capital. 

Dr. Solf said that defeating ‘‘our 
worst enemies, the English, is a more 
difficult task than many imagine.” Ger- 
many does not fear England on land, 
but on gea, he added, where she must 
face the most powerful fleet in the 
world, in addition to the Japanese 
navy. 

“Our greatest expectation is -merely 
to be able to damage the enemy,” said 
the secretary. “We must also fight 
the disloyal method employed by Eng- 
land in damaging’ our commerce and 
industry. We must fight’ to the end 
and militarily. and economically impose 
security for at least a half a century 
against our continental enemy. We fight 
for a victory against England, for gain 
which must be proportional to the enor- 
mous sacrifices we are now’ enduring.” 

Dr. Solf referred to Samoa as the 
‘nearl of the Pacific,” where he plant- 
ed the flag ten years ago. 


BOER GENERAL OFFERS 
HIS SWORD TO ALLIES 


Bordeaux, September 27.—The Boer 
General Francois Joubert-Pienaar has 
arrived at Bordeaux to offer his sword 
to the allies. 

“T fought against General French in 
South Africa. Now I am going to fight 
with him,” said the general. 

“T have offered my services uncondi- 
tionally, and do not know how I will 
be employed, but expect that it will 
be in an advisory capacity, and that I 
will be attached in this manner to 
General French’s staff.

RUSSIANS ROLLING 
OVER THE AUSTRIANS 


Continued From Page One. 


Warsaw has come to nothing. In the 
government of Suwalki (Russian Po- 
land) the Germans have suffered a se- 
rious repulse. The left flank of the 
Russian army has defeated troops un- 
der General von Hindenburg near Su- 
walki. 

“At the same time our troops won a 
complete victory at Mariampol and the 
attacking Germans were thrown back 
10 miles across the river Scheschupa 
with a loss of many guns and prison- 
ers. On the right flank at the Niemen 
river the battle ended in success for 
us at Snedniki, where a German at- 
tempt to cross the river was repulsed 
with great loss.” 


FIGHTING LINE 
IN EAST. PRUSSIA. 

London, September 27.—A Reuter’s 
Petrograd dispatch says: 

‘So far as is disclosed by the offi- 
cial announcements, the fighting line 
on the East Prussian frontier does not 
exceed twenty miles. Both Sopotzkin 
and Druskenitki, where the Russians 
accepted battle, are on the left bank 
of the River. Niemen. Sopotzkin is 
twenty miles west of Grodno. 

“On the German right, in the vicin- 
ity of the River ober, are vast 
marshes, rendering operations difficult. 
The Germans at one point are only 
twenty miles from the Warsaw-Petro- 
grad railway, but the Russian ‘troops 
and the River Niemen intervene. 

“From all quarters high praise is be- 


| stowed on Russian military motorcy- 


clists, especially for their services in 
blowing up bridges. 

“The Reichs says that the governor 
general of Irkuts, now in Petrograd. 
proposes to employ many prisoners in 
the construction of the Amur railway.” 


HUNGARY ENTERED 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Washington, September 27.—Hungary 
has been entered in the advance of the 
Russians, pursuing a detachment of the 
retreating Austrian army, according to 
a statement issued tonight bY Colonel 
Nicolai Golejewski, military attache of 
the Russian embassy here. The state- 
ment, based on a cable report from 
Petrograd, reads: 

“The oe | at Sopockine and Drus- 
keniki ended in a retreat of the Ger- 
mans. 

“The enemy approached the fortress 
of Ossowiec from the north and open- 
ed an artillery duel with the latter. 

‘In Galicia we have occupied Dem- 
bica. A large column retiring from 
Przemysl to Sanok, was shelled by our 
artillery and fled, abandoning ammuni- 
tion columns, supply trains and motor 
trucks. 

“On the Ujok pass, in the Carpa- 
thians, we defeated a detachment of the 
enemy, took its artillery and many 
prisoners, and, pursuing the retreatin 
Austrians, have entered into Hungary.” 


AUSTRIANS AND GERMANS 
TO BE TRIED AS SPIES. 


London, September 28.—Ali Austrians 
and Germans remaining within the re- 
spective radio of the fortresses of 
Cronstadt, Petrograd and Viborg, ac- 
cordi ta a Petrograd dispatch to The 
Daily Telegraph, will be tried’as spies. 
The use of the German language in 
these districts is prohibited. 


ITALY IS CLOSE TO THE 
- PARTING OF THE WAYS 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) 

Should Italy join the entente in war- 
fare against her late partners of the 
alliance? ° 

In answering this question we may 
begin by conceding the whole case of 
that element of the Italian people which 
s0 passionately demand that Italy un- 
sheath the sword. It is true that the 
triple alliance has never done anything 
for Italy. It is true that the union was 
a forced and unnatural one to begin 
with, the chance result of an ill-advised 
French policy which was eg | ago for- 
gotten and repented of—as diplomatic 
repentance goes. It is true that Italy 
has suffered grievous wrongs from Aus- 
tria th the past. It is true that Trent, 
Trieste and Fiume are Italian cities— 
purely—with Italian hinterlands, and 
that the rulership of Austria over them 
is a Plain case of government without 
the consent of the governed. 

But, on the other hand, Italy has 
been for many years a member of the 
triple alliance. There is her pledged 
word. 

The present position of Italy com- 
mands the respect of the world. Her 
interpretation of her engagements with 
Germany and Austria as not binding 
her to assist in wars of offense is 
sound. In view of the tremendous value 
of her army, in the present crisis, to 
the allies, and the rich picking which 
would beyond all doubt be hers in the 
Mediterranean should her forcés defin- 
itely decided the issue and bring to 
Germany crushing defeat, her aloofness 
must be deeply appreciated at Berlin 
and Vienna. On the other hand France, 
England, Russia and Belgium can never 
forget that Italy's active participation 
in the strife on the German side during 
the period of rapid German advance on 
Paris might have crushed French oppo- 
sition before England “came up.’ Will 
Italy exchange her present position, so 
strong in its claims upon both parties, 
for that of a nation which remained 
neutral while the issue hung ifn the 
balance, and then went in to make the 
ruin of the loser irretrievable? 

Wrongs have no rights. And men and 
newspapers who have condemned Ger- 
many for her conscienceless outraging 
of Belgian neutrality, and seared with 
the acid of:a just criticism the spirit 
of German might-makes-right militar- 
ism, ought to unite in the hope that 
Italy will set an example which Hurope 
so sadly needs of adherence to interna- 
tional\agreements, even when there is 
a material advantage to be gained by 
lies and bad faith. 


SERVIANS AND AUSTRIANS 


IN A CONTINUOUS BATTLE 


Both Austrian Wings Forced 
Back With Great Losses--Ser- 
vians Also Lose Heavily. 


Paris, September 27.—A dispatch to 
the Havas agency from Nish, Servia, 
dated September 24, and delayed in 
transmission, says: 

“The Servians have lost heavily dur- 
ing the battle with the Austrians 
which has been progressing for a fort- 
night. The Austrians have brought 
five army corps into action. With sev- 
eral brigades of fresh troops they 
crossed the river Drina and attacked 
the Servians, whose numbers were in- 
ferior. 

“More than 30,000 Austrians with 
much.artillery and many machine guns 
advanced with the object of reaching 
Kroupani, Valy and Evo. The Servians 
beat back the Austrian left wing, 
which lost ten thousand men killed and 
wounded. In the center, however, the 
Servians were compelled to retire six 
miles. Later the Servians forced the 
Austrian right wing also to retreat 
with enormous losses. 

“Meanwhile independent columns of 
Serviane and Montenegrins have ad- 
vanced far into Bosnia.” 

Marching on Sarajevo. 

Nish, Servia, September 27.—The Ser- 
vians and Montenegrins in their march 
on Sarajevo, Bosnia, have reached Ro- 
mania. 

Near Belgrade the Servians, after 
sharp fighting, took the most import- 


| ant of the islands in the Save river at

Both declare they established 
no post of observation on the cathedral, 
the systematic bombardment of which 
began on the 19th at 3 p. m.’”

“With the crown prince retreating, 
there was nothing left for General Von 
Kluck’s and Von Buelow’s armies but 
to execute the same maneuvers. This 
brought about the battle of the Oise 
and all subsequent fighting, and the 
rumor persists that the crown prince 
was wounded. Whether that is so or 
not, his army almost disappeared from 
the theater of operations.” 


TREATMENT OF CAPTIVES 
IS A CREDIT TO FRENCH 


(From The Kansas City Journal.) 

The consideration shown by the 
French military officials in refusing 
to permit captured Germans to be 
marched through the streets of Paris 
and reviled by the populace is distinct- 
ly commendable. In a time when the 
worst passions of humanity are ap- 
pealed to and when the “brute part” of 
man is uppermost, it is gratifying to 
note this mitigation of one of the im- 
memorial accompaniments of warfare— 
the humiliation of the vanquished. In 
olden times when victors came [tri- 
umphantly home with their captives 
the latter were regarded as the legiti- 
mate sport, if not the prey, of those 
upon whose banners victory “perched.” 
The captive dragged at the charot 
wheels, either literally or figuratively, 
was one of the stereotyped features of 
every victorious return. But, happily, 
times have improved in this particular, 
if not in other brutal aspects of war- 


are. 

One of the few mitigating phases of 
the war now going on is the consider- 
ate treatment of captives, speaking 
generally. When men fight bravely, 
capture is not essentially a disgrace, 
though it will be long ere its stigma 
will be entirely removed. War, how- 
ever, is waged on such a titanic scale 
these days that capture cannot be re- 
garded as the personal defeat it was 
when the battlefield was the arena of 
hand-to-hand combats and when men 
were beaten by their individual op- 
ponents, as a rule. This galling aspect 
of defeat has been removed by the 
changing conditions of modern con- 
flict, and it is therefore pleasing to 
note this disposition to spare the van- 
quished an affront which was for ages 
deemed the legitimate portion of those 
who lose. 

That all the soldiers engaged in this 
unhappy struggle have fought to the 
extreme of human bravery and endur- 
ance is the testimony of almost every 
report, official or otherwise. When the 
fortunes of battle go against such men 
they are rightly accorded the courtesy 
due to heroic foes, and every story 
such as that which emanated from Paris 
yesterday constitutes one of the bright- 
er chapters in a narrative all too bloody 
at best. Whether the captives or cap- 
tors be Germans, French, English, 
Belgians or Russians, it is cause for 
gratification whenever the victors dis- 
play kindly consideration toward those 
whom circumstances or events have 
transformed into enemies and the for- 
tunes of the battlefield into losers.

Forward or backward! 

There is no alternative. 

As many as 1,500 school children, from 
infants on up, and as many as forty-seven 
teachers, under strain under normal condi- 
tions, are involved in double sessions. 

Under the double sessions regime, thrust 
on the board of education, the teacher comes 
on duty at 8 o'clock in the morning. She is 
steadily at work with the first shift of schol- 
ars-until 12. She gets half an hour for lunch 
and rest, supposed to be enough for day 
laborers, but hardly enough for those en- 
gaged in exacting mental occupations. The 
second shift of scholars then comes,in. They 
are “instructed” (?) and held under disci- 
pline until 4 in the afternoon. 

The teacher is exhausted, or depleted, 
when the second shift of scholars reaches 
her. She cannot do them justice. That is 
inequality as against the morning shift that 
enjoys the services of the teacher while she 
is fresh and rested. 

The afternoon shift of scholars, ranging 
upward from infants, is apt to be worn out 
from restraint, study or play during the 
morning at home. What chance have they 
as against the morning pupils? 

The inevitable logic of double sessions is 
that while all parents pay taxes and are en- 
titled to equal educational advantages for 
their children— 

A large percentage and a growing per- 
centage of the children get only a half- 
baked education. 

What that means to the child, and the 
city, in the future, need not be recounted. 

A few thousand dollars will undo this 
unjust, dangerous and growing abomination 
and pave the way to permanent readjust- 
ment. 

The board of education has condemned 
double sessions as a total failure. 

Chairman Humphrey and many members 
of the finance committee have expressed 
themselves as determined to do their utmost 
to co-operate with the petition of the board. 

All elements in the city are agreed upon 
urgent need for remedy. 

When there is such agreement there 
should be action. 

And_it is action that all Atlanta expects 
now from council. 

Barring the preservation of health only, 
there is no problem more imperative than 
this now facing the city government. 

The duty of council to end double ses- 
sions is plain!

world itis the divine.right of the child to 
its few short years of play, its dreams and its 
sports, its little day of visions before the 
stern practicalities of the world intervene. 
It is the playground, with its open air and 
its health pleasures, that is an antidote for, 
later on, the drink habit or the brothel; for 
physical weakness and wasting disease; for 
inefficiency; for crime; for failure; for 
breakdowns that at many points take tribute 
of society. 

That is the larger view of the playground 
and of recreation facilities that will encour- 
age young girls to stay off city streets at 
night. The dollar thus spent brings an in- 
terest that is past all computation. For the 
child started in life with a sturdy body and 
a clean mind is apt to make a good citizen 
and a producer, as against an indifferent 
citizen and a parasite. And as against these 
contrasts hardly any amount of money can 
be weighed in the scale. 

The playground movement has come to 
stay. The criticisms of Mr. Settle, as ap- 
plied to Atlanta, are candid. The city ought 
to consider itself under obligations to him, 
just as it does to the specialists who tell us 
where our sanitary and hygienic systems 
militate for disease. The two factors are 
closely related. 


THE MANUFACTURERS. 

Good work for Georgia was done in 
Macon last week with the organization of 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ association. 
Temporary organization was effected, soon 
to be replaced by machinery of the perma- 
nent kind. 


There are special class organizations of | 


manufacturers in Georgia, and blanket or- 
ganizations, such as the city, county and 
state commercial bodies. But heretofore the 
state has lacked a central body embracing 
all its myriad manufacturing.interests. It 
is now to have that need supplied. 

The Constitution predicts that the new 
association will mean much m the develop- 
ment of the material resources of the state, 
and, what is equally important, in finding a 
market for them when they have been/trans- 
formed into the finished article. 

-An organization of Georgia manufactur- 
ers can promote the patronage of home in- 
dustries; broaden the southern and national 
markets for Georgia goods; and speed the 
day when the state shall reap its share of 
the economic rearrangement from the war in 
Europe. 

The fact that some of the biggest men of 
the state have allied themselves with the 
association is a guarantee of its success. 


UNITED STATES OF EUROPE. 

The sentence, “The United States of 
Europe,” is a catchy one, and has given 
sign of making quick appeal to the American 
imagination. If the phrase penetrates at all 
to the chancellories of the old world, it is 
doubtful if it is hailed with other than a 
humorous tolerance, or a half-admiration for 
the audacious optimism of the American. 

It is a surety that the present European 
war will make radical political, economic 
and sociological changes on that continent, 
and perhaps in England. Frontiers will un- 
doubtedly be rearranged. Militarism will be 
either considerably hobbled, or, for the time 
being, completely enthroned. The under- 
dog will have a “squarer deal’, than at any 
time in his variegated history. 

But this does not at all signify the 
“United States of Eurgpe.’”’ Very far from 
it. In the decades or the generations to 
come a confederation of that nature may be 
evolved. But time, and a good long time, is 
the one element that will produce the 
change, and it is needless to look far for the 
cause. 

Persons who remember how but recently 
the dream of a confederation of the Balkan 
states was rudely dissolved will find a small 
parallel for similar results should there be a 
similar effort to anticipate destiny with 
Europe. Inherited, religious and racial dif- 
ferences pried the Balkans apart, after they 
had stayed long enough in partnership to 
beat.the common foe, the Turk. Once this 
was accomplished, the little jealousies and 
hatreds and traditions that riot through the 
Balkans again took full’ headway, with the 
internal strife that now is a matter of record. 

A prematurely confederated Europe 
would exhibit the same developments on a 
much vaster scale. Who thinks, for instance, 
that the most skillful diplomacy will be 
able, after the conclusion of the war, to in- 
duce German and .Russian to foregather; 
that Frenchman and Prussian will lie in the 
same political bed; that England and Ger- 
many, despite their fairly close racial con- 
nections, will forget hatreds recently engen- 
dered, losses mutually inflicted and cuddle 
fondly together in a political embrace? 

One reason for our staying out of Mexico 
is that Americans and Mexicans are abso- 
lutely incompatible. They are no more so 
than the majority of the European states. 
It would be quite a beautiful accomplish- 
ment, in the case of Europe, to accelerate 


destiny. The plan’s present practicability is

Debts of Warring Nations.

(From The Indianapolis News.) 

Before any general war is entered into 
the European nations must count the cost. 
Reference to the Itallan-Turkish war, & 
‘little’ war by comparison, shows that vast 
sums of money will be needed to place in 
the fleld a single army corps or one fleet of 
battleships. The two Balkan wars added 
millions of dollars to the national debts of 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Servia, Greece and Monte- 
negro—debts already out of proportion to 
the size and resources of the countries. 
Servia, in the present war with Austria- 
Hungary, is thus heavily burdened, while 
the stagnation of business, the neglect of 
agriculture and the depletion of the labor 
supply by violent death, translated into 
wealth amount to a staggering sum. 

The high cost of living which is pinching 
the working man is also driving the war 
departments and naval boards to sore 
straits. Battleships and armies require mil- 
lions. These millions are not to be had out 
of hand. There must be loans, and before 
loans are possible lenders must be found. 
If the six great powers of Europe should be 
plunged into war each must borrow money. 
The Statesman’s Year Book for 1913, pub- 
lished in London, and recognized as a statist- 
ical authority, places the United Kingdom's 
gross national debt at £724,061,947, a sum 
equivalent to $3,620,309,735. The French debt, 
at the last obtainable reckoning, amounted 
to $6,511,579,955. Russia’s national debt in 
1913 was $4,222,858,880. Add these sums and 
we find that the total indebtedness of the 
three nations in the entente amounts to al- 
most $15,000,000,000. 

The indebtedness of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy appears on the face of 
the figures to be less staggering. A peculiar 
financial arrangement exists between Austria 
and Hungary, whereby each contracts its 
own loans. Austria has a general debt of 
$1,077,632,420 and a special debt of $1,471,172,- 
565. Hungary’s consolidated debt amounts 
to $1,150,000. Italy’s obligations equal $99,- 
199,260. Germany’s imperial debt amounts 
to $1,131,414,175. Together the indebtedness 
of the members of the alliance amounts to 
something less than  $4,000,000,000. Ger- 
many’s position, however, is not so satis- 
factory as the figures would indicate, for 
the separate kingdoms, grand duchies, prin- 
cipalities and free cities of the confedera- 
tion have separate debts. 

The imperial debt is really only a fraction 
of the colossal whole. The national debt of 
the kingdom of Prussia alone amounts to 
$2,357,218,510. The other units are burdened 
heavily, the total sum being $3,895,132,070— 
and this in addition to the regular imperial 
debt. The German states are liable for the 
imperial obligations, and the empire, when 
financing an imperial war, must consider 
the debts of the units. Of course, a large 
portion of the debts of the various nations 
is offset by investments. There is no abso- 
lute nationalization of capital German 
money is to be found invested in England, 
British in Germany, French in Russia, and 
so on. In times of peace the nations have 
been lending to one another. In times of 
war, when each is at the other’s throat, 
to what treasury can they turn for’ assist- 
ance?

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The stupendovs engine or machinery of 
international financing began to move on 
Monday, of last week. This machinery has 


“been likened to a\ triple-expansion engine 


which is operated is made to start by a 
Small engine upon which the chief engineer 
of a steamer places his hand when he re- 
ceives the signal. The initial energy passes 
from this little_engine to the greater one 
until by a series of expansions of energy 
the greats machine is in full operation. 

Those who were fortunate enough to be 
in the vicinity of any of the banks in the 
financial district on Monday had opportunity 
to see this first movement of the great inter- 
national financial machine. Had:the transac- 
tions been carried on exclusively by means 
of foreign exchange, then there would have 
been no visible demonstration to the public 
of the first operation needed to perfect by 
and by our international money relations. 
The banks which had made their propor- 
tional subscriptions to the one-hundred- 
million-dollar fund raised by New York city 
banks for the purpose of taking care of the 
existing obligations of the city and those 
which are speedily to mature, in the aggre- 
gate eighty millions, found it expedient—be- 
cause it was cheaper—to pay the first in- 
Stallment of their subscriptions in gold 
rather than by accumulated foreign ex- 
change. 

Nearly all the banks utilized gold which 
was in their vaults. But when later install- 
ments are paid probably gold certificates 
will be employed for the purpose of the re- 
demption of them by the treasury in gold, 
unless the quotations for foreign exchange 
become approximately norma\. 

This gold, in the aggregate five millions, 
which represented the leadership of J. P. 
Morgan and his associates as managers of 
the banking syndicate, was withdrawn from 
the bank vaults and placed in charge of an 
express company. It has been stored in 
vaults, in the conventional kegs used for 
storing gold in such manner as to prevent 
abrasion. Each keg contained fifty thousand 
dollars in gold. The responsibility for this 
gold was with the express company after 
the gold had been delivered into its hands. 

The transfer of this goid from the banks 
to the railway trains for shipment to the 
representative of the Bank of England at 
Ottawa, Canada, was the first visible demon- 
stration that the stupendous national bank; 
ing machine had been, partially at least, re- 
paired and had begun to opefate. 


Reaching Inte Reserves. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago, those in 
charge of banks in the financial district, with 
two or three exceptions, were persuaded that 
of all times the days of panic were the times 
when reserves should be kept intact. That 
was not the view, however, of two or three 
of those whose vision was broader than that 
of the average banker. It was not the view 
of some of the leading economists of Great 
Britain, notably the late Walter Bagehot. 
He, and in New York the late Frederick D. 
Tappen, president of the bank in New York 
city. which was organized by John Jacob 
Astor to give occupation to his friend Al- 
bert Gallatin, once secretary of the treas- 
ury, were convinced that reserves were espe- 
cially valuable in times of panic and. depres- 
sion for the relief which they could furnish. 
Therefore, they should not be kept intact, 
but should be freely utilized. 

The experience of the panic of 1907 and 
the great service in terminating that panic 
which was given by the banks of New York 
through, a voluntary, although really en- 
forced, encroachment upon their reserves ag- 
gregating many millions of dollars taught 
the lesson of the service which reserves can 
be made to perform in times of stress. A 
service of that kind the banks of New York 
are now performing without assistance, ex- 
cepting ‘ possibly indirect help from banks 
in any other parts of the union. It was 
thought expedient and appropriate that the 
banks of New York city should undertake 
exclusively to make good the obligations of 
New York city which are now maturing. 

In order to accomplish this, the New «York 
city banks have reached down into their 
reserves, and the gold to the extent of five 
millions in the initial movement on Monday 
a week ago was gold which had been counted 
as a part of the New York banks’ reserves. 

How much more gold will be necessary 
in order to complete the liquidation of New 
York city’s obligations is something that 
none of the bankers would predict, but even 
if as much as eighty millions should be 
necessary that amount of gold will be taken 
by the New York banks from their resources 
and sent to Ottawa or otherwise utilized in 
payment of; the city’s obligations. 

/ A& Master Stroke. 

The organization of this syndicate is stil} 
regarded/as a master stroke of financial 
diplomacy. It represents the combined and 
mentally almost exhaustive labors of J. P. 
Morgan, Jacob Schiff and his associates, 
Frank A. Vanderlip and Henry P. Davison. 
The labor entailed in perfecting this ar- 
rangement was long continued. It involved 
intense concentration of mind and the work- 
ing out of some difficult problems. For these 
labors the bankers will gain no recompense 
excepting the sense of having aided in re- 
lieving a most embarrassing situation. But 
the work of organizing the syndicate and 
of directing it after it was organized clear- 
ly indicates the new financial leaders in New 
York city. 

How considerably this transaction has 
aided in stimulating renewed é¢onfidence in 
the international financial situation was 
demonstrated more speedily, perhaps, than 
the managers of the bankers’ syndicate at 


first thought probable. The city of New Yorle' 


is issuing and continues to issue notes bear- 
ing 6 per cent interest. These the under- 
writing syndicate has agreed to accept and 
will.undertake tO market with the banks 
or the public. The probabilities are strong 
that, even in these times when securities 
are closely scrutinized and must be very 
tempting to induce capital to invest-in them, 
New York city notes bearing 6 per cent in- 
terest will find a fairly good market with 
the public.. It may be that the banking syn- 
dicate may be able speedily to market these 
notes. If that should not be done then the 
bankers themselves may carry the notes. 
That would not be a disagreeable responsi- 
bility, in view of the fact that the notes bear 
6 per cent interest. : 

But as soon as prudent investors in Great 
Britain learned the details of this transac- 
tion our own bankers received intimations 
that considerable portion of these notes 
would be accepted by those in Great Britain 
who possessed capital. If this were done it 
would involve no more than an exchange of 
old notes now due to become due, for the 
new ones. 

The fact that the banks of New York city 
at this critical time bound themselves to 
raise a fund of one hundred millions in gold, 
if so much were necessary, and to utilize it 
in paying off New York city’s obligations 
held abroad seems to have been a great stim- 
ulus for the return of confidence in Great 
Britain, and for that reason will consider- 
ably aid the financial situation in London. 
If this be done, then gradually, but surely, 
the powerful expansion of energy in the 
stupendous international financial machine 
would be well under way.

“TORPEDO BOATS. 


A torpedo boat is an extremely fatal 
disease which rages among battleships. 

A battleship may be two blocks long and 
have a tougher hide than a ward politictan.

18 inches of armor on its turrets. But whe, 
it meets a torpedo boat in a dark alley or 
the seas it is in as much danger as the goa 
which ate the dynamite cartridges.

The torpedo boat ig small and has sides 
like a paper-shell pecan. One could shoot 
holes through it with a duck gun, and when 
a battleship turns loose on it the remains 
look like an overgrown collander. But this 
does not do the battleship any good, ‘be- 
cause the torpedo boat has just spat a tor- 
pedo at it. A torpedo contains enough gun- 
cotton to wreck a pyramid or blast a hint 
intogthe head of a New Haven railroad di- 
rector. When a torpedo explodes under a 
battleship the latter tries to sail without 
a bottom for about two minutes and then 
gives it up as a bad job. 

Torpedo boats are not made to defend 
themselves, but to go to places in a hurry 
and run away with equal enthusiasm. A 
torpedo boat travels forty miles an hour 
and is stuffed so full of engines that the 
crew have to sleep on the pantry shelves and 
the cylinder heads. Cruising around in a 
slim, young torpedo boat with a great de- 
sire to turn over in a storm is not as com- 
fortable as automobile racing or riding in 
the caboose of a local freight.

out of a can with the other, and falling out 
of his berth ten times a night while the 
boat tangoes in the heavy seas, he is likely 
to sign for a soft bed om the quarter deck 
of a bucking broncho. .

A BATTLE. 


A battle is a wholesome case of justifiable 
homicide. 

When one man kills another in a private 
quarrel he is hanged unless the crime oc- 
curred in this country, in which case he 
gets anywhere from a slap on the wrist to 
several years in prison. But when a man 
takes a rapid-fire gun and shoots the vital 
upholstering out ofa hundred husbands and 
fathers in a battle he is promoted and gets 
a medal. 

-This is because it is patriotic and gal- 
lant to fight in Ddattles, and will be until 
nations have as much sense as individuals. 

Man has been fighting battles ever since 
he was invented. But methods have changed 
a good deal. Five thousand years ago a 
warrior fitted a handle around a large stone 
and bashed in the heads of his enemies. Later 
on the sword was invented and thousands 
of meh hacked away at each other on the 
battlefield from sun-up until supper time, 
strewing the ground with arms, |! ears 
and noses, which remained uncalled for after 
hostilities had ceased. Those were the days 
when a broad-shouldered man who:could do 
a half-lawford or backbone stroke with a 
twelve-pound sword hewed great holes in 
the enemies’ ranks and became king, be- 
cause nobody could object. The king busi- 
ness was conducted strictly on its merits 
in those times, and when a king got eut of 
practice with hig cutting tools he went inte 
a sarcophagus in short order. 

When gunpowder was invented all this 
was changed because a thin little nian, with 
no ancestors, could shoot a hole in a per- 
fectly good king with no effort at all. After 
this kings stayed in the background and 
made suggestions, while the common sol- 
diers shot each other into messy remains 
with rifles, mortars, cannon bombs, tor- 
pedoes, revolvers and Gatling guns. 

Fifty years ago a battle was a grand 
sight and sound, but times have changed. 
A rifle now shoots two miles and a soldier 
lies all day in a ditch shooting into the in- 
visible beyond, over a hill. At night a beok- 
keeper checks him off and if there are 
enough soldiers alive to keep on firing a 
great victory has been won. 

Battles are now fought over mines and 
under airships with machine guns which can 
mow down a forest, and after a couple of 
good hard scraps a nation has to suspend 
hostilities until it can grow a new. crop of 
soldiers. This is a good thing, because bat- 
tles will soon become so fatal that brains 
will have to be used in their place in get. 
tling international disputes.

farmers to get at the truth of the sit-' 


uation. We have been advocating high 
price for cotton, but farmers ought to 
know that if the European mills do 
not take any cotton within the next 
year somebody in America will have to 
carry over for a year at least 8,000,000 
bales of cotton. They ought to know, 
that it would be false economy 
for the business men of the country to 
try to carry over this great bulk of 
cotton unless the farmers themselves 
are willing to cut down the acreage 
in the same proportion. If the HBuro- 
pean mills take even as much as the 
most optimistic can hope that they 
will take, there will be at least 5,000,- 
000 bales for somebody to carry over. 

It will become evident then that con- 
gress cannot legislate high values on 
any raw commodity premeves in quar- 
tity greater than the demand. Any 
raw material is made valuable when 
the demand is equal to or greater than 
the supply, and, of course, if farmers 
lan to increase the supply before there 
s a demand for the cotton already 
grown in the year 1914, the markets 
will be congested, and somebody will 
lose money.

We are expecting to gather about 
14,000,000 bales in the-year 1914, and 
of this the world will not be able, un- 
der the present condition, to consume 
more than 8,000,000 or 9,000,000 bales. 
This, then, will leave unspun of this 
year’s crop about 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 
bales. But cotton, unlike most other 
crops, will keep for an indefinite length 
of time, and, therefore, can easily be 
carried over till the next season. Add 
this to a 9,000,000 bale crop in 19165, 
and we have for that year our normal 
crop of 13,000,000 to 14,000,000 bales. 
But suppose our farmers should raise 
14,000,000 bales in 1915. There would 
then be in the open market the enor- 
eegus crop of 18,000,000 to 19,000,000 
aies. 


How Shall This Be Prevented? 


[t is a matter of the greatest impor- 
tance that this double crop be avoided 
at any cost, for the reason that cotton 
would ‘be at 5 cents per pound in 1915 
instead of 10 cents, with this large 
crop. The question naturally arises, 
then, how are we going to keep down 
this double crop in 1915? Farmers must 
begin to plant winter crops now, so the 
cotton lands will be taken up with 
promising food crops. Now is the time 
for all of us to strike the telling blow 
for prosperity.. Now is the time when 
we are unquestionably almost . per- 
suaded that we must change our sys- 
tem of agriculture in the cotton belt. 
Nobody denies that cotton is our great 
money crop in the south and that we 
can easily pay our debts with this 
crop when it brings a high price. But 
we have not tried the other kind of 
farming. Other sections of the coun- 
try pay their debts by selling other 
crops, and we can do this when it be- 
comes necessary. This is not necessary 
just at this time. We can continue 
to raise cotton in the south and at the 
same time begin systematically § to 
branch out to other crops. We can be- 
gin now to raise enough of other crops 
for home consumption.

Heligoland.

The latest, and one of the most won- 


is the submarine work. 
were made at the 
Bermudas, where clear water and the 
natural light reflected by the white 
coral bottom make conditions favor- 
able. Photographs taken at a depth 
of eight feet are clear and sharp, and 
open up endless avenues in science and 
inatural history. The special diving ap- 
paratus, cameras and submarine elec- 
tric lights more than. satisfied the 
hopes of their inventors. 

It will now be possible to bring to 
every moving picture audience the 
movements and work of the diver who 
is sent down to inspect a sunken ship, 
and already plans are completed to 
photograph vessels which are known to 
have been submerged a century ago. 
For the present, 
limit of working possibilities, but hav- 
ing accomplished this, there is promise 
that cameras can be made to work at 
depths far below the limit .of any living 
operator. If so, it will be some in- 
genious machine, almost humanlike in 
its operations, which is to bring from 
the depths a vision of what transpires 
in those vast regions of utter darkness 
and profound stillness. Of course, for 
guch work artificial jight is imperative. 

It seems an impossibility—and is to- 
day—to attempt to 
depths of -one or two miles, and yet 
what has been accomplished the past 
month was deemed equally unattain- 
able a few years ago. It is unlikely, 
but by~no means impossible, that chil- 
dren of those who went down in the 
Titanic may live to look upon an ac- 
tual picture of that great steamship 
‘resting on the ocean's floor. 

The mystery of old ocean has ever 
been as unfathomable as her depths, 
but to a knowledge of animal life in air 
and jungle there bids fair now to be 
added that unknown life, 
form and action, 
beneath the sea.

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ANT-TRUST MEASURE 
READY FOR CONGRESS 


Conference ‘Report Will Be 
Taken Up in Senate Today. 
Report Will Be Attacked. 


Washington, September 27.—Congress 
this week will undertake enactment of 
the war tax bill and completion of an- 
ti-trust legislation. The war revenue 
measure, already passed by the house, 
is before the senate finance committee, 
The Clayton anti-trust bill conference 
report will be taken up by the senate 
Monday. 

Administration leaders believe both 
of these measures can be disposed of 
within ten days. Both, however, will 
be assailed. 

Reed Fighis Measure. 

Notwithstanding President Wrison’s 
indorsement of the Clayton bill, Sen- 
ator Reed, of Missouri, will make an 
effort to have it recommitted on the 
ground that it has been weakened by 
elimination of specific penalties and 
modification of many features. Sena- 
tor Culberson, in charge of the bill, 
and other democratic leaders, believe 
Senator Reed’s effort will fail. He 
will receive strong republican support, 
Nowever, Senators Horan and Nelson 
planning to attack tne conference 
agreement, asserting that the. confer- 
ecs have emasculated the bill. 

The agreement will be reported later 
in the week in the Rouse where little 
er in having it approved is looked 
° The senate finance committee hopes 
to have the war tax bill ready for the 
senate as soon as the Clayton bill is 
disposed of. The committee still has 
under consideration the substitution of 
a tax on automobiles for the proposed 
two-cent tax on gasoline. In this they 
are receiving strong support from many 
house democrats and predictions are 
being made that when the bill gets 
out of the senate it will contain no 
gasoline tax. 

Democrats to Confer. 


Conferences of demoeratic leaders 
will be held tomorrow to consider the 
legislative program for the rest of the 
season and there is every indication 
eof a decision to stop the . 0Obill 
for the government purchase of 
ocean-going ships. Champions of 
the bill already have indicated a desire 
not to push it, but the president is to 
be consulted before any definite under- 
standing is reached. 

While the senate debates the Clay- 
ton bill the house will continue dis- 
cussion of the Jones bill to pave the 
way for Philippine independence. This 
measure, democratic leaders declare, 
will encounter serious opposition in the 
senate and will hold congress indef- 
initely if there is a disposition to pass 
it before adjournment. 

Republicans and democrats alike are 
growing restive as the fall campaign 
approaches.

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PRICE OF COTTON 
~SHOWS STRENGTE 


All Important Centers in 
South Posting Spot Quota- 
tions—Reports Show the 
Farmers Holding Firmly. 


New Orleans, September 27,—Gen- 
eral resumption of spot business in 
the south was the feature ofthe week 
in the cotton trade. All important 
centers in the cotton Delt posted of- 
ficial quotations and at the end of 
the week traders were able to get 


a good idea of values. 

During the first of the week the 
tendency was upward, supplies were 
none tdo liberal and buyers were 
obliged to bid against each other for 
the grades they wanted. Quotations 
in the most active markets advanced 
toward the nine-cent level. Later in 
the week offerings grew more lib- 
eral apparently, however, only in pro- 
portion to the movement, the de- 
mand was not so keen, and. prices 


showed weakness and dropped down. j 


The local market displayed steadiness 
at 85% for middling. : 

Although offerings increased this 
week, reports from the belt indicated 
that farmers still were holding firmly 
in most cases. Much more cotton was 
picked than was the case last week 
and the movement into sight was 193,- 
204 bales against 157,750 last week. In 
spite of all the encouragement that 
can be offered the farmer to hold his 
cotton, the trade knows that a certain 
amount must be sold. It is expected 
that offerings this week 
further increase, because of the ap- 
proach of the height of the picking 
season. 

It is expected that the spot situa- 
tion still will further unfold itself 
this week and that a good idea of the 
strength of the producers may be 
gained, as well as some idea of the 
requirements of spinners. Exports 
will be watched closely, especially 
since they increased in a decided man- 
ner last week, the total of foreign 
clearances from all ports being 29,445 
bales against 13,375 the week before. 

Another attempt may be expected 
early this week to devise plans for re- 
opening the”™future market.

I have been on the finance committee, 
I have favored giving the schools more 
morey,” says Chairman Humphrey. “I 
have not changed in my attitude. The 
reason council’s finance committee has 
been forced to cut the school apportion- 
ment every year is because the city is 
growing at a pace where it is impossi- 
ble to keep up the pace in improve- 
ments by spending only the current 
revenue of the year. 

“As-‘one closely acquainted with the 
finances of the city, I strongly advocate 
the issuance of bonds. I realize that 
this is a bad time for talking bonds on 
account of the war and financial trou- 
bles grok ge therefrom, but I do gay, 
and I don’t fear contradiction, that the 
only way Atlanta has of keeping pace 
with its school demands is to issue 
bonds. The wtf needs more schools.
